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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group V, claim(s) 32, drawn to the use of the glass in display technology. 

Group VI, claim(s) 33, drawn to the use of the glass as a substrate glass in 
photovoltaics.

Group VIII, claim(s) 35, drawn to the use of the glass as a substrate for biochemical 
applications.

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to X do not relate to a single general inventive

composition required by claim 1 is l<nown as taught by Mennemann et al. (US 4562161) 
and Chu et al. (US 6128430).
